The Restriction Requirement 
In the Office Action, the Examiner requires an election between two inventions as 

follows: 

Group I (claims 1, 2 and 4-10), directed to methods for determining hydrogen 
peroxide in a body fluid; and 

Group II (claim 3), directed to devices for determining hydrogen peroxide in a 

body fluid. 

Provisional Election 

Although not necessarily agreeing with the Examiner's reasons for restriction, 
Applicants provisionally elect Group II (claim 3) for initial examination in this application, 
without traverse. 

Early examination and a Notice of Allowance are respectfully requested. 
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
